SPEAKING  OF  COUNSELLING,., 

As  a companion  piece  to  a discussion  started  in  these  pages,  by 
Tom  Gott,  we  present  a slightly  different  angle  on  the  problem  of 
Counselor-Freshman  relations,  Dave  Blanchard  spokesman,.. 

In  this  article  I propose  to  set  forth  what  I consider  to  be  the 
prime  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  freshman  counseling  program, 
and  then  to  examine  three  major  areas  of  difficulty  for  the  counselor 
in  the  light  of  this  raison  d’etre.  # 

A freshman  enters  Lehigh  as  a high  school  senior;  probably  one 
of  the  better  seniors,  but  a high  school  senior  nevertheless.  By 
June  this  same  freshman  is  expected  to  be  a college  sophomore;  ob- 
viously  a transition  must  occur.  The  job  of  the  counselor  is  to  ne  p 
the  freshman  make  this  transition  in  the  smoothest  way  possible.

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The  second  problem  with  which  the  program  as  a whole,  as  well  as 
ch  individual  counselor,  is  concerned,  is  that  of  how  much  respon- 
sibility should  be  given  to  the  freshmen.  I think  that  the  above 
ctatement  of  purpose  makes  the  answer  to  this  problem  quite  obvious, 
qpecif ically,  I feel  that  the  freshmen  should  be  given  just  as  much 
responsibility  during  the  freshman  year  as  they  can  possibly  handle. 
mue  counselor  who  has  delegated  responsibility  to  one  or  more  fresh- 
men must  then  be  careful  not  to  exert  an  undue  amount  of  control  over 
freshmen  as  they  carry  out  their  tasks.  If  this  happens,  the 
value  of  responsibility  to  the  freshmen  is  lost.  The  watchword  should 
be  guidance,  not  control. 

The  third  problem  to  be  considered  is  that  of  personal  counselingo 
Here  again,  I feel  we  should  strive  to  stimulate  the  development  of 
mature  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  freshman.  In  our  counseling  we 
should  not  try  to  find  an  answer  for  the  student  but  rather  help  the 
student  to  find  the  answer  for  himself.  Often,  for  instance,  all  that 
necessary  is  to  present  the  student’s  problem  to  him  in  a different 
way  from  that  in  which  he  has  been  viewing  it,  and  thus  help  him  to 
find  the  answer  for  himself  more  easily.  Note  that  here  also  the 
answer  is  guidance  instead  of  control,  for  if  we  solve  the  problem 
f0r  the  student,  he  may  never  learn  to  solve  his  own  problems,  and 
thus  will  never  achieve  true  maturity. 

I sincerely  hope  that  these  few  examples  have  made  the  main  task 
of  the  counselor  clear.  For  I strongly  feel  that  if  each  of  us  acts 
with  this  idea  in  mind  we  can  perform  an  invaluable  service  to  the 
University  and,  more  important,  to  the  freshmen  themselves.
